RRIVAL of the month of February is the 
signal for Lima builders to begin planning 


for Spring activities. The second month of 
the year this time is no exception to the gen- 
eral rule. Those who have faith in the future 
of this city are aheady announcing their pro- 
grams for the spring and summer season. 


It is an admitted fact that general de- 


pression and slack industrial conditions have 
militated against rapid progress, in the build- 
ing line, but it is no misstatement of fact when 
it is said that these conditions are disappear- 
ing and that there is a more hopeful outlook 
just now than for inairy months past 


This country has been passing thru a 


period of lack of activity that under different 
conditions -would spell panic: The Federal 
Reserve system, adopted during the Wilson 
administration, has prevented that, but an 
after-the-war collapse of industry and busi- 
ness, to a certain extent, forced its \vay to the 
fore 


There is an ince'-snnt demand for 
•well 


constructed homes, in desirable locations, for 
purchase and for rental, With a return of 
noimal manufacturing conditions, which must 
ultimately come, there •will be a more general 
demand for purcha&aWc homes on the install- 
ment plan. America has learned a lesson and 
has learned it well. The saving of war-time 
and the economy of peace-time are two dif- 
ferent things. 


When we helped in fighting the war, we 


aaved for the benefit of the soldiers oversea, 
so that they might be well provisioned and 
kept in fighting trim. We denied ourselves in 
many ways for the purpose of aiding the 
cause. In time of peace, in the after-the-"war 
reconstruction that is generally long delayed 
In being dissipated, economy and saving is de- 
manded in behalf of the individu.il. It is a 
safe prediction to offer that when employment 
conditions resume normal, there will bn more 
homes purchased than ever before. 


For that reason it behooves capital to get 


busy as quickly as possible in the erection of 
new homes. There'll be a big demand. The 
opportunity that will be sought should 
be 


made easy for everyone to find. 


CABLE ON IMMIGRATION 


I 


T is always a pleasure to commend a thing 
that is right; to encourage a thought that 


is constructive; to espouse a cause that seeus 
to aid the present and future of one's country. 


Congressman John L. Cable has attacked 


a situation that has been growing steadily, 
stealthily; one that should have been corrected 
years ago, to the end that abuses of the immi- 
gration la\\s would be less glaring. Cable pro- 
poses that immigrants coming to this country 
shall be carried across the sea in vessels owned 
by the United States Shipping Board, or at 
least those that fly the American flag. 


For that purpose, the Fourth District Rep- 


resentative has introduced an amendment to 
the Shipping Board appropriation bill now he- 
fore the House of Representatives. Only two 
negative votes were registered against the 
amendment, which calls for an investigation 
of conditions abroad relative to immigration. 
It is estimated that no less than 350,000 Immi- 
grants will come to America this year. Prop- 
erly enforced, the restriction imposed will ma- 
terially reduce these figures. 


There has been in the past entirely too 


much looseness in the matter of permitting im- 
migrants to leave their home shores unless 
they measure up to certain standards in mat- 
ter of education, physical and mental condi- 
tion and ability to become self-supporting in 
their new environment and adapt themselves 
to new Conditions. 


If at least 50 per cent of the immigrants 


coming to this country are carried in American 
ships, a ship subsidy without cxpcrtse to the 
tax-payers ran he provided.
